Mrs. O. A. Buck, conspicuous as a 
clubwoman in East St. -Louis, was 
forced Tuesday to give up a child which 
she was rearing, and to which she had 
grown deeply attached, because the Rev. 
Father Thomas S. Bannon of 8t. Jo- 
Church thinks it unwise for the 
child to grow up in an atmosphere of 
“club ideas.’ 

The child is 8-year-old Marguerite 
McInerney, daughter of a former police- 
man, who died three years ago. Her 
mother died a year ago and the Rev. 
Father Bannon, in a sermon, requested 
members of his congregation to _ find 
homes for’ the six orphans thus left 
homeless. The oldest was then 13. 

Mrs. Buck was .attracted to Mar- 
guerite, a bright and winsome child, 
and offered to adopt her. Mrs. Buck is 
@ member of St. Joseph’s Church. 

Expected to Keep Girl. 

On her deathbed Mrs. McInerney ap- | 

pointed Father Bannon and a relative 
~flamed Clamaine as guardians of her 
ehildren. Mrs. Buck says Father Ban-| 
hon gave her custody of Marguerite; 
toid her, when she suggested taking out 
adoption papers, that she could do as 


she pleased about that, but that the gir] 


would remain hers. 

Buck is a buyer for a packing com- 
pany, and a month ago he received or- 
ders to go to Cleveland. Mrs. Buck no- 
tifted Father wannen, and he told the 
relatives. 

In an interview Monday with Father 
Bannon, Mrs. Buck was teld, she says. 
that he. disapproved her remaining in 
the women’s club after it had beceme 
@ part of the Illinois Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, and accepting a posi- 
tion as secretary of the Financial Com- 
mittee of the Illineis body. 

She says he remarked that he did not 
think women’s clubs good, and that he 
and the relatives had decided it weuld 
be best for Marguerite not to ge to

Concentrated wisdom, in something 
more than 2500 tablets, is offered for 
public consumption in a little book just 


published by John A. Joyce, a former 
St. Louisan, now in the Internal Reve- 
nue Department at Washington. 

Mr. Joyce claims the authorship of 
“Laugh and the world laughs with you,” 
though the evidence that Ella Wheeler 
Wilcox wrote it, is pretty strong, and he 
has written many verses and several 
other books. His latest entertaining 
production is called ‘‘Truth.’’ 

It was to be expected that in saying 
80 much, Mr. Joyce would reverse him- 
self. He does. On page 31 he says: “A 
little brilliant blarney is relished by 
everybody.”” On page 36, he writes: 
“Flattery, in any form, is an insult to 
a person of virtue.”’ 

Unless the reader concludes that there 
is no person of virtue in the world—a 
conclusion wholly at variance with Mr. 
Joyce’s vigorous and cheerful philosphy. 
—he is at loss to determine which of 
these aphorisms is ‘‘Truth.’’

Himself beardless, but the pos- 
sessor of a snowy mustache, he takes 
this fling at the Populists: “A brave, 
rustic beard is no indication of brilliant 
brain.”’

Ramsey and the late, Russell Harding 
are said to have planned the Pittsburg

Withdraws Action 
Against O’Brien Printing 
Co., Which Fights. 





COUNTER CLAIM FILED 





Light Corporation Stops After 
a New York Decision Is 
Cited. 





The Union Electric Light and Power 


against the William H. O’Brien Print- 
ing Co. of 1311 Chestnut street to col- 
lect $337.48. 

The printing company filed a counter 
claim and alleged that it had been dis- 
criminated against, and that other con- 


sumers had been given much lower 
rates. 

Wiliam H. O’Brien, president of the 
printing company, is a lawyer. It was 
his opinion that Union Electric, being a 
public service corporation, had no right 
to charge him 20 cents a kilowatt hour 
for electricity when it was selling elec- 
tricity to other consumers for 5 cents a 
Kilowatt hour, or less. 

Accordingly he filed a counter claim 
for $243.45 for alleged overcharges. Mr. 
O’Brien succeeded in finding several 
consumers using a much smaller quan- 
tity of electricity than the printing com- 
pany was that were getting service as 
low as 10 cents a kilowatt hour. His 
rate was 20 cents a kilowatt hour, with 
discounts which made his net rate about 
14 cents. 

After the decision of the Supreme 
Court of New York in the case of the 
Armour Packing Co, against the Ed- 
ison Electric Illuminating’ Co. was 
made public the Union Electric attor- 
neys dropped the case against the 
O’Brien company. In this case the 
Armour company proved that it paid 
a lower rate for service than other 
concerns and the Court decided that 
as the Armour company “unaware of 
the discrimination, paid the company 
sums in excess of that charged oth. 
ers for the same service and under 
the same conditions, the payment was 
under the mistake of a material fact 
and hence, the exaction of the ex- 
cess, being unlawful, it wag recover- 
able.” 

The printing company had a contract 
with Union Electric for eurrent for 
operating its plant. The printing com- 
pany was being served under two con- 
tracts. When one of them expired, Mr. 
O’Brien refused to sign a new contract, 
but offered to pay for what current 
Was used. The company, without no- 
tice, disconnected the wires supplying 
current to the machinery affected by 
the expired contract. 

The printing company then threw al! 
Union Electric service out and refused 
to receive any more current finder the 
contract to supply power for the eopera- 
tion of the other machinery. 

‘Union Electric rendered a bill for 
$337.48, claiming this amount to be due 
under the terms of the contract. The 
printing company refused to pay, and 
Union Electric brought suit in Justice 
Sanders’ court. 

The decision which frightened Union 
Electric was handed down by Judge 
Hooker of the Supreme Court of New 
York. The Armour Packing Co. had 
contracts with the Edison Electric Ii- 
luminating Co, to supply current at 
four of its establishments. 


The Armour Decision. 
It-was shown that the packing com- 
pany consumed large quantities of elec- 
tricity for which it paid, during a pe- 
ried of four years, at the rate of 17.26 
cents a kilowatt hour. The packing 
company alleged that the electric com- 
pany had supplied the same service, un- 
der similar circumstances and _ condi- 
tions to other consumers, at an aver- 
age of 9 cents a kilowatt hour, and to 
others on a sliding scale rate of 10, 7% 
and 5 cents a kilowatf hour. 
It also claimed it did not know that 
other consumers were being charged a 
lower rate, and that it had been paying 
the regular monthly bills In ignorance of 
this fact. 
In deciding the case the Court quoted 
from Vol. 10, American and English En- 
cyclopedia of Law (2d Ed.), 869: 


“Electric Hght companies, being 
given-the use of the streets and pub- 
lic ways for the erection of such ap- 
pliances as are mecessary for the 
maintenance of their works, and hay- 
ing the right to acquire the use of 
land for their bu iness by writs of ad 
quod damnum, are quasi-public cor. 
porations, and it is therefore their 
duty to furnish the city’s inhabitants 
with electric light and te do so upon 
terms and conditions common to all 
and without discrimination. They 
cannot fix a variety of prices or im- 
pose different terms and conditions 
acording to their caprice or whim,” 
The Court said that the justice of 
the rule cannot be well doubted, and 
cited other decisions in support of 
it. 


q 


In another decision in the same 
case, rendered at the same time, the 
Court held that the fact of a consum. 
er having paid bills under a discrim. 
inating contract does not release the 
electric company from responsibility 
for the overcharges, and that when 
Such overcharges are shown the elec- 
tric company must refund them to the 
consumer.

Accepted Choice for Superin- 
tendent of Schools Belongs 
to Learned Family.

Ben Blewett, whom the Board of Edu- 
cation is expected to select June 9 as 
Superintendent of the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Schools, comes of a pedagogical 
family. His father was a teacher. So 
was his mother. Likewise his brother 
and his two sisters. — 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin 
T. Blewett, conducted a seminary. On 
attaining his majority he became a 
teacher in the St. Louis schools and has 
‘devoted his Lfe continually since to 
their interests. 

Mr. Blewett is 52 years old. He is a 
large man, powerfully built, but not 
stout, nearly 6 feet tall. He has a 
pleasant, kindly face. His hair is sil- 
vering and thinning and his mustache 
is gray. He wears spectacles. 

He was born in Kentucky and the 
suavity of manner and the gentle voice 
of the cultured Southerner are among 
his distinguishing characteristics, He 
speaks slowly and softly. He never 
appears excited and seldom seems to 
hurry. He has no fads or hobbies, not 
even a middle initial. 

Name Is “Plain Ben.” 

‘My name is plain Ben Blewett,” he 
told an interviewer Tuesday. “It is all 
the name I ever had. Occasionally I 
get letters addressed to Benjamin or 
Bennett or Bernard Blewett, and I even 
received one recently addressed to Bess 
Blewett, but my real name is just Ben 
Blewett.” 

Mr. Blewett’s administration as act- 
ing superintendent since the death of 
F. Louis Soldan has been marked by ex- 
treme conservatism. He has made no de- 
partures from the system instituted by 
his distinguished predecessor. 

“Tt has been my effort,’’ he said, ‘‘to 
keep the school machinery running since 
Mr. Soldan’s death in the same way he 
had. planned it. I was an assistant to 
him for 11 years and worked with him. 
I knew his ideas and I am glad to fel- 
low them. — 

‘IT think Mr. Soldan was the greatest 
of school superintendents. Incidentally, 
I considered him my dearest friend. 1 
do hot’ bee that I can do anything better 
than to continue and develop the ideas 
he inaugurated. 

“A wonderful tribute te’ Mr. Soldan’s 
executive skill, I think, is the fact that 
fhe machinery of the public schools ran 
along in perfect order after his death. 
There was no tndication of an inter- 
regnum, Principals and teachers car- 
ried on their -dutles as if they were 
solely responsible. It shows the wonder- 
ful esprit du corps established by Mr. 
Soldan.”’ 

Superintendent's Responsibilities. 

Mr. Blewett is a serious man and he 
has serious responsibilities in his new 
position. The Superintendent of the 
Public Schools of St. Louis, according 
to the charter of the Board of Educa- 
tion, “has genera] supervision, subject 
to the control of the Beard, ef the course 
of instruction, discipline and conduct of 
all the schools, text-books and studies; 
and all appointments, promotions and 
transfers of teachers and changes of 
text-books and apparatus shall be made 
only en his approval.” 

A faint idea of what this responsibility 
means may be gathered from the fact 
fhat the latest statistics show 1989 
teachers among Mr. Blewett’s suberdi- 
nates and 86,045 pupils enrolled in the 
scheols under his direction. 

A few innovations in the interest of 
poor children have been intreduced since 
Mr. Blewett assumed charge ef the 
schools. One has been the throwing 
epen of the school yards after school 
hours on week Gays and all day on heli- 
days as playgrounds for the children in 
congested neighborhoods. Mr. Blewett 
is also enthusiastic about the Board’s 
action in turning over sites for new 
schools to the schoo! boys as baseball 
grounds. He thinks all possible efforts 
should be made to provide places where 
the young St. Leuisans may indulge in 
the national pastime without the danger 
of police interruption, 

Praises Post-Dispatch School League. 

Mr. Blewett also had words of praise 
for the Pest-Dispatch feague” estab- 
lished among the public schoolboys.

Mere Shells Can Be Saved in 
Good Shape and Pulling 
Stopped. 








The Missouri State Dental Associa- 
tion met at the Planters Hotel Tues- 
day to elect officers, hear reports and 
select a place for the next convention. 
Friends of Dr. J. B. McBride of Spring- 
field were -active-in supporting him for 
the office of president. 

The association listened Monday night 
to Dr. W. H. Taggart of Chicago, in- 
ventor of the new process of cast gold 
inlay fillings for teeth. One of the mem- 
bers described the new process as ‘the 
livest wire in the practice of dental 
surgery today.” : 

Dr. Taggart spent nine years work- 
ing out the process and machinery. It 
is one of the new discoveries for the 
amelioration of the sufferings of human- 
itv During the last year thousands of 
columns of newspapers and dental mag- 
azines have been devoted to gold inlay 
fillings. 

Save Suffcring 

‘*‘With io cast gold inlay filing. ’* said 
Dr. Taggart, ‘‘the sufferings of humani- 
ty from filling decayed teeth have been 
reduced to a minimum. With it, the 
dentist can do in an hour what took him 
from four to eight hours to do formerly 
and can save the patient much suffer- 
ing. 

“The process igs so simple and so 
much more effective than the old proc- 
ess of filling teeth and saving them 
from the forceps, that it is safe to 
say that in the near future there will 
be no other way. I have been told by 
lecturers on operative dentistry in 
colleges that since its discovery they 
have been compelled’ to revise their 
lectures on filling the teeth, | 

“For several years there has been 
an imperfect process of making gold 
inlays, which consisted in burnishing 
a piece of metal into the cavity in a 
toéth, then removing it and using it 
for a mold into which melted gold 
was poured. The plug thus made was 
then cemented into the cavity. It was 
a good, but crude, process and re- 
quired a high grade of technical skill 
to make it effective. 

Makes a New Tooth. 


‘‘My process is to prepare the cavity 
with no undercuts or unnecessary cut- 
ting away of the live tooth substance. 
Wax is placed in the cavity piece by 
piece until it is filled, and the contour 
of the tooth built up and the surplus 
carved away. 

“The wax plug is then carefully re- 
moved and a mold made from it. Gold 
is then melted to the boiling point and 
ferced into the mold made from the 
wax plug with compressed gases. This 
gives an exact reproduction of the 
surfaces of the cavity and the parts of 
the tooth that have disappeared by de- 
cay. The gold inlay is then soldered 
into place and a new tooth is the re- 
sult. 

‘Teeth that have. become mere shells, 
and that formerly fell to thé ‘forceps, 
can now be saved. Parts jof teeth 
can be built up perfettly, and crowns | 
can be made to roots quickly and with- 
out a tithe of the suffering that for- 
merly fell to the lot of the patient, 
There wtil be no more _ holding the 
mouth epen for hours, no more rubber 
dams, for a large cavity can be filled 
as easily and quickly as a small one,, 
just as a large nail hole can be plugged 
with putty: as quickly as a small one. 


Not More Expensive. 


“It would not be an expensive pro- 
cess. I have told dental associations 
that if they would guarantee” to give 
the public the benefit of the saving in 
time in this new dentistry I would 
make the profession a present of the 
process. 

“As to the facility with which teeth 
can be filled by the gold inlay process, 
a patient can spend an hour today in 
having the cavity prepared and ® 
minutes tomorrow in having the filling 
inserted, and it is done. 

“Formerly it teok six to eight hours 
to do the same work and lots of nerve- 
racking drilling and pounding to get the 
leaf gold beaten into the cavity. That 
is no longer necessary. 

“The world is entitled to cheaper 
work with this process, and better 
teeth. There will be less pain accom- 
Ppnying the preparation of cavities, be- 
cause the grinding will be done with 
small wet grintstones, in place of steel 
burrs and the nerves of high-strung 
people will be saved a vast amount of 
agony.”’

PRACTICAL BUSINESS OPTIMISM. 

The campaign in behalf of prosperity took 
practical form June 1 when St. Louis firms re- 
employed several thousand men who had been 
suspended during the stringency. Similar move- 
ments in other centers of industries are reported, 
all pointing to a revival of healthy business ac- 
tivity. New orders are coming in aggregating 
many millions of dollars, which denote a wide- 
spread confidence in the future and a determina- 
tion to bring the level of industry up to that of 
wholesome prosperity. 

This is a beginning, which ig often more than 
half the battle. The National Prosperity Associa- 
tion has worked hard since the first of May to 
enlist the co-operation of the business interests 
of the country, and it has succeeded. The wheels 
are moving, and moving in the right direction. 

A rational practical optimism of this kind wins 
because it deserves to win. Business never re- 
vives itself. It is revived by the energetic efforts 
of an optimistic spirit, which always sees a profit 
in such, efforts. Proceeding along lines of hope 
rather than fear, business men meet a ready re- 
sponse and industrial activity follows the appli- 
cation of hopeful energy, which, after aH;-is just 
the method of manly good sense. 

In short, the way to resume is to resume, and 
the merit of this prosperity movement is that its 
organizers have applied this simple, homely rule. 
Of course betterment has been visible in many 
quarters for several weeks. But the instances 
have been isolated results of conditions prevail- 
ing in the industries affected.

Has Visited Out-of-Way Cor- 
ners and Chatted With 
Kings and Potentates. 





WASHINGTON, June 2. —. Secretary 
Taft is not only the most traveled man 
in official life in this or any other coun- 
try, but he has broken records of pro- 
fessional globe-trotters. Since he first 
became the right-hand man of President 


Roosevelt, he has journeyed about the: 


world no less than 100,000 miles. 

He has poked into out-of-the-way cor- 
ners of the earth, has visited potentates 
of Church and State, hobnobbed with 
royalty, civilized, semi-civilized and bar- 
baric, and studied the manners and cus- 
toms of many peoples. 

So far as knowledge of: other coun- 
tries and governnients is concerned, Mr. 
Taft is one of the best-equipped men in 
the United States today. Not only as 
Secretary of War, but as Special Com- 
‘missioner on other missions, he has had 
opportunity of learning at first hand of 
diplomatic affairs in the Occident and 
the Orient. Way “own in his heart he 
is tired of glo trotting. He ian Yeas he 
has..khad his share. 

First Trip to Manila. 

In 1990 President McKinley appointed 
Mr. Taft of his own State, Ohio, to be 
- President of the Philippine Commission. 
Mr. Taft traveled from Cincinnati to 
‘Manila on the first of what was to be- 
come a notable series of expeditions in 
the interest of the United States, a dis- 
tance of 1940 miles. 

~uring the following year Mr. Taft } 
was 4 busy man. In 1901 he. toured 
the entire archipelago, covering a total 
of 2500 miles and visiting the various 
potentates and native chiefs. 

Among the problems with which he 
grappled was that of the position of 
the Catholic Church in the Philippines 
under the American fiag and the vari- 
ous disputes growing out of the change 
in sovereignty. 

In May, 1902, Mr. Taft went to Rome

Mr. Taft returned to the United 
States in December, 1903, to become 
Secretary of War, which office he en- 
tered in February, 1904. An additional 
8909 miles were added to his string. 
He’ was even then a much-traveled 
man. He had, however, only started. 

Covers 4362 Miles More. 

By the time he became Secretary of 
War the United States had on its 
hands not only the Philippines, but 
“the Panama Canal project. It be- 
Came necessary for Mr. Taft to visit 
the isthmus, and in 1904 he made his 
first trip there. He inspected the 
» Whole course of the canal route, 4nd 
traveled 4362 miles, adding the same 
number of miles to his record a year 
later when he returned to Panama on 
a similar errand. 

Shortly after Iris return from Pan- 
ama Secretary Taft strapped on his 
seven league boots once more and. 
With a jovial sigh, in July, 1905. 
started off on his travels like the poor 
Jad in the fairy tale who simply haa 
to keep going. This was tne journey 
which brought fame upon the Secre- 
tary. It was the trip which gave to 
him the distinction of being the 
greatest agent of matrimony and first 
aide to Cupid in the history of the 
United States. 

Is Agent of Cupid.

NEW YORK, June 2, 10 a. m.—Mon- 
day’s strength in stocks was continued 
this morning, the opening prices indicat- 
ing a large fraction, and in several in- 
stances a point and up, higher than the 
closing quotations.

J. Franklin Bell Declares United 
States Has. Reason to Fear 
Other Nations. 











WASHINGTON, June 2.—‘‘There will, 


I hope, be a bill introduced at the next 
session of Congress to organize a na- 
tional council of defense, because this 
nation is the only one not having a simi- 
lar body,’ said Gen. J. Franklin Bell, 
chief of staff of the army, in a speech 
at a dinner at Marshall Hall given by 
the Washington Corrat of the Military 
Order of the Carabao. 

We have not an army fit to go to 
war with a first-class nation,” added 
Gen. Bell, 

“We do not need a large army, but 
should have a large skeleton organiza- 
tion capable of devetopment into such 
an army when trouble comes. We must 
do all we can to increase the efficiency 
of that portion of our army known as 
the National Guard. The American fleet, 
though efficient, should be enlarged. The 
naval militia also should be increased 
and better organized.” 


Gen. Bell laid stress on several fea- 
tures of what he termed a definite na- 
tional aug 4 of the United. States, which 
led him to the opinion that we have been 
endeavoring to conduct our country 
without any serious thought of what is 
g00d for it, 

He also made a plea for unity of work 
among the several branches of the unit- 
ed service, as, he declared, nothing can 
be accomplished if the various elements 
are aalGeh or envious or jealous of each

Clothes Will Be Absent, Hair 
Long, in Simple Life 
Settlement. 





STATE TO MATE PAIRS 





If Children Are Not Up to 
Standard, They Will Be 
Remated. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 2.—A “simple life 
paradise colony,’’ where men, women 
and children will go about unclad, and 
where the men are never to cut hair 
or beards, will be started this fall near 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, by Gustaf H. Ander, 
well known in Socialist and anarchistic 
circles, who lives at 232 Rast Seventy- 
sixth street. More: than persons 
have become his followers, and have 
promised to sail for the tropics when he 

does. He is waiting to get 500. 

“When we get down te Mexico, we 
will get rid of all the clothes ‘that we 
can,’ Mr. Ander said in his home to- 
day. “Of ceurse, some of us will hold 
out a few bits, naturally, but before 
long, when we have become pure in 
heart, we will have no need for even 
fig leaves.”’ 3 

For over two years Ander has allowed 
his hair to grow, so that he shall be 
“supremely fit’? for the colony. His 
beard falls to his waist, and his hair, 
when unrolled, to the middle of his 
back, 

No Barber Shop There. 

“All our men will refuse to cut either 
their beard or their locks,” he contin- 
ued. “It is au insult te the laws of na- 
ture to do otherwise. Hair is fer some 
use. Otherwise, why was it given to us? 

“I have concluded that hair must be in 
an intangible way useful in communicat- 
ing with the spirits around us. At all 
events, a lot of time is wasted in cutting 
hair. I presume that the women, by 
not braiding their hair, will save a lot 
of time, too. 

“There will be no cooking to speak of. 
We will live on nuts and fruits. When 
fruits are not in season, we will have 
to eat vegetables. But a student of na- 
ture must see that man was never 
meant to use anything but produce from 
trees. Our walking upright shows that. 

“In fact, life will be a dream instead 
of a nightmare. There'll be no cooking 
and little washing. All the women wil] 
have to do 1s love and sleep. 

“State” to Make Marriages, 

“The State, which is a poor name for 
the colonists’ official assemblage, wil! 
decide who are fit to be man and wife. 
Men and women will be united with a 
view to the finest child. If the off- 
spring does not turn out as it should, 
then the parents will be remated. 

“There will be no limit on children in 
this colony. Each couple will have ss» 
many babies as they want. The babies 
won't have to be fed or clothed any 
more than pigs, so they won’t be much 
trouble. We won't even have to bother 
to name the children. What good is a 
name, except in competition and busi- 
ness? We won't have any books to 
keep. 

“Wducation, outside of that which con- 
cerns the beautiful in life, will be dis- 
regarded. What does education do now 
but teach one to go out and beat the 
other man? 

Chance to Sober Up. 

“Tobacco and liquor may be used, if 
any one wishes them. But people will 
become so clean lived when they get 
close to nature that they'll not want 
stimulants. 

‘T am making an attempt to get some 
inebriate millionaires to go down South 
with us and become respectable human 
beings.” 4 ,
